Nice, France. Dec. 6.—XL Fernandez, 


the aviator, was Instantly killed today j 
following the explosion of the motor, 
when his aeroplane was b^ing maneu- 
vered at an estimated height of 1,650 
feet. The machine crumpled and with 
its pilot dropped tn earth. 


The aeroplane shot downward and 


was crushed to splinters. 


Antonio Fernandez, popularly ranked 


as a French aviator, wns of Spanish 
birth. He learned the trari» of n tailor 
and wns cpsaged In this work when ' 
he became interested In th» possibility | 
of flying. 
He read with eagerness thf1 


stories published of spectacular aerial 
exhibitions, and eventually determined 
to build a flying machine. With the 
aid of a cutter.In his employ he con- 
structed n biplane 
resembling in' a 


general way the models of the. Wright 
brothers. He exhibited his machine fit 
Rhi>ims during the exhibition 
there 


last summer, but was unsuccessful in 
his efforts to accomplish a flight. At 
hat time he was operating a biplane. 


Fernandez is the third man to be 


killed In n motor power aeroplane. The' 
first fatality was the death of Lieut. 
Selfridge, while flying as a passenger 
with Orvllle Wright at Fort Meyer in 
September, 
190S.

French aviator, was killed Sept. 7 last 
when his aeroplane turned turtle two 
minutes after his flight had been be- 
gun.* Lefebvre wns using a Wright 
machine.
